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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tsutsumi et al. [US 

5,751,203]. 

Tsutsumi et al. discloses a chassis/base [figure 5] for an inductor comprising: 

- an insulating element consisting of first and second half portions; wherein the first and 
second half portions are symmetric with respect to one axis [see attachment]; 

- a first conductive element [10] disposed in the insulating element, extending from the first 
half portion to the second half portion; and 

- a second conductive element [10] disposed in the insulating element, extending from the 
second half portion to the first half portion. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Tsutsumi et al. in 
view of Yamashita [JP 10-284331]. 

Tsutsumi et al. discloses the instant claimed invention except for the first conducive element 
including cavities/recesses formed in the top and bottom surfaces thereof. 

Yamashita discloses an inductor including at least one conductive terminal element [3'] 
having cavities/recesses [3d, 3e, figure 7] formed on the top and bottom surfaces thereof. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art at the time the invention 
was made to include cavities/recesses in the first conductive element of Tsutsumi et al., as suggested 
by Yamashita, for the purpose of facilitating manufacturing and molding. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 20-27 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not teach or suggest, in the combination thereof, the chassis 
consisting ofm insulating element, first and second conductive elements, wherein the chassis only 
having two stems which all radiate in the same direction. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. 
Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 
7. Applicant's arguments filed 9/5/02 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that: 

[1] Tsutsumi et al. fails to show the first and second half are symmetric with respect to one 
axis; and 

[2] The chassis of Tsutsumi et al. still has portions that the conductive element do not cross. 
The examiner disagrees. 

Regarding [1], the structure of Tsutsumi et al. show the first and second half portions 
symmetrical with respect to one axis [see attachment]. 

Regarding [2], the conductive elements of Tsutsumi et al. extending from one half portion 
to the other half portion [see attachment]. Applicant has not claimed, nor has examiner considered, 
any crossing structure of the conductive elements.
